Subj: NPDES PERMIT VIOLATION, BUILDING TT-35

i. A digested sludge bypass occurred sometime between 2300 on 16 December
1984 and 0800 on 17 December 1984 due to a break in a temporary berm.

2. The Number one digester was in the process of being flushed out to pre-
pare it for repairs by Contractor. During the time of flushing, the berm
became saturated with water and broke, spilling approximately i00,000 gallons
containing an estimated 75% water and 25% digested sludge.

3. The berm is being repaired and increased to more than double the original
size which should hold sufficiently until the sludge dries enough to be removed.

I. On 4 January 1984 at 1230, the Sewage Treatment Plant, Building TT-35 bypassed
a portion of the flow for approximately five hours due to failure of the contractor
to furnish" and operate a portable pump with sufficient capacity to ansfer the
influent flow from manhole to the new grit channel while tying e influent line
to the new grit channel. The work was completed and normal operation resumed at
1730. It is estimated that approximately 75,000 gallons bypassed based on obser-
vations made by both supervisor and operator on duty and the meter readings for
two consecutive day at both the Water and Sewage Treatment Plants, and meter
readings for the Same period of time on 5 January 1984 at the Sewage Treatment
plant only.

2. Contract N62470-81-B-1454 was awarded to the C.W.Co Construction Company to

make repairs to the sewage facilities at Building TT-35. They were told at the
preconstruction conference that the flow could not be cut off to make the new tie-in.
A meeting was set up with the Contractor, Navy Inspectors and Utilities personnel
prior to the change over date to discuss what would have to be done to make the"
change. At this time, the Contractor said he would urnish portable pumps to
transfer the flow. =

3. During change over to the new grit channel, Mr. David Tredwell, the Sewage
Treatment Plant operator.-on duty found a sewagebypss_at the manhole on the
discharge side of the plant. He immediately went to the site where the Contractor
was working and observed that the pump furnished and operated by Contractor
personnel was not taking care of the flow allowing part of the flow to build up
in manhole and overflow through a bypass designed to control floodwater from heavy
rains. Mr. Mack Davis, Foreman of the Sewage Treatment Plant investigated and
observed the bypass on two occasions. Mr. Davis reported his findings to me at
approximately 1230 and I immediately called Mr. Claude Parks, the Navy Inspector
assigned to the job. I called the plant agalnat 1500.and Mr. Tredwell stated it

was. still bypassing. I again called Mr. Parks. He said that he would go back to

the site and stay until the tie-in was completed. Mr. Leitha Hall was the operator
on the 1600,2400 shift, and he reported that the_bypass continued until 1730 when the
jb was completed and normal operations resumed.
